MORE than 85,000 people lined the streets of 
Southend last Friday as the Olympic Torch passed 
through the borough. 

Olympic organisers estimated Southend’s crowds 
were the largest turn out of any borough to date. 

In party line scenes, 11,000 school children led 
the celebrations. Their infectious enthusiasm creat¬ 
ed an incredible wave of happiness and joy among 
the crowds who had gathered hours earlier for a 
glimpse. Even police, security guards and officials 
were overcome by the atmosphere, slapping hands 
with bystanders and hugging others. 

One of the torch bearers at Southend said she 
would never forget the experience of holding the 
torch in front of thousands of people. 

Sophie Riches, an ex-Fitzwimarc School pupil, 
was chosen by the British Olympic Association to 
carry the torch for her previous running achieve¬ 
ments in competitions. 

The 16-year-old, who in 2010 trained with Dame 
Kelly Holmes, explained she was slightly over¬ 
whelmed by the day. 

Sophie, from Rayliegh, who carried the torch to 
City Beach, said: “It was absolutely amazing. I 
was a bit worried at the beginning I might drop the 
flame but that soon left my mind once I started 
running. 

“I don’t think I will ever forget this experience. It 
has been great. 

“The crowds have been so welcoming as well. 

“To get up on the platform when the choir were 
singing was brilliant. 

“They sounded so amazing, it was a great honour 
to run and for them to sing on my entry.” 

Five times Olympian, swimmer Mark Foster, was 
also one of the Torch Bearers. 

Mark, who used to train at Warrior Square swim¬ 
ming pool, said: “Until you experience something 
like this you can’t explain it.”

Q. I am in the process of selling my home, and 
don’t want to leave all my prize plants behind. 

Can I take some of them with me? 

A. Obviously, if the garden and its plants were 
singled out as a particularly attractive feature 
of your home in the estate agent’s property 
details and other marketing literature, then you need to think carefully about this. 
Still, the short answer to your question is yes, you can take some of your prize 
plants with you - as long as you do so with your buyer’s prior agreement. 
Strictly speaking, plants - whether in pots or not - should be treated just like any 
other fixtures and fittings. In other words, you are perfectly entitled to remove 
them, provided that you give clear notice of your intention to do so in your 
answers to the preliminary enquiries and fixtures and fittings questionnaire sent 
to you by your solicitor at the start of the conveyancing process. What you put 
down on these forms provides the basis of the legal contract between you and 
your buyer, so you can’t simply go changing your mind later on - otherwise, you 
are technically in breach of the terms of that contract. In other words, if you tick 
the box indicating that you intend to leave all the plants and shrubs behind, or 
alternatively, if you fail to list the ones you want to take, then from a legal 
standpoint they should all stay - unless you get your buyer’s express permission. 
I would actually go further still, and suggest that even if you did properly signal 
your intention to remove certain plants, then it’s probably advisable to mention it 
again, preferably nearer to exchange of contracts - just to avoid any unfortunate 
misunderstandings. 

In practice, of course, it’s more than likely that your buyers will agree to you 
digging up a few of your prize plants, if you ask them nicely - whatever your 
original intention. After all, most people will be fairly reasonable about such 
things, as long as 1) you don’t take that one specimen shrub that first caught 
their eye, and 2) you don’t denude the garden of plant life altogether, or leave it 
looking like the surface of the moon. 

But don’t assume. It’s always much better to ask.

T HE Renault Fluence Z.E. 
might not convince elec¬ 
tric vehicle doubters with 
its 115 mile range, but the 
asking price looks reason¬ 
able, the vehicle itself spa¬ 
cious and practical and if you 
have access to a home 
charging point and a regular, 
modest commute it could 
well fit your lifestyle very 
smartly. 

We’ve seen electric quadri- 
cycles and converted 
Japanese citycars but now 
the time is right for big manu¬ 
facturers such as Nissan with 
its LEAF and sister company 
Renault with a whole slew of 
products. There’s this 
Fluence saloon, the Kangoo

van, the Zoe coupe and the 
Twizy lightweight citycar all 
powered by batteries. It’s 
down to you to decide 
whether this product offen¬ 
sive has the requisite legs. Of 
the four, the Fluence might 
well face the toughest task. 

Yes, there is a conventional¬ 
ly powered Fluence model, 
but this Z.E. model is 
stretched slightly to accom¬ 
modate the 250 kilo lithium- 
ion battery that sits behind 
the rear seats. Generating the 
equivalent of 94bhp, the elec¬ 
tric motor also manages a 
respectable 226Nm of torque 
deployed via a single-speed 
gearbox. That means driving 
is simplicity itself and, with a 
claimed 0-62mph time of 
13.7sec and 84mph maxi¬ 


mum, performance falls just 
the right side of adequate. 
There’s no transmission 
whine, just a rather eerie 
silence as you pull away. 
That’s if you’re suitably 
smooth with the throttle. 
Really go for a gap from 
standstill and the electric 
motor has more than enough 
torque to spin up the front 
wheels. The battery regener¬ 
ation is quite strong when 
you roll off the throttle, the car 
feeling a little ‘gluey’ when 
decelerating but you’ll save 
the brakes in the process. 
Just be aware that this decel¬ 
eration with no brake lights 
showing can give following 
drivers a rude awakening. 

Handling is as good as 
you’d imagine for a car with 
such a low centre of gravity 
and kerb weight has been 
limited to a sensible 1453kg. 
Renault claims a range of 
115 miles from the batteries 
but this is based on the 
rather optimistic NEDC statis¬ 
tics. Bank on seeing three 
quarters of that and you 
shouldn’t be disappointed. 
They can be recharged in 
around six to eight hours 
from a domestic power sup¬ 
ply or, if you have access to a 
three-phase fast-charge sup¬ 
ply, in 30 minutes. 


If the technology is some¬ 
thing to get excited about, 
the styling most definitely 
isn’t. The Fluence is blandly 
handsome in a generic way, 
as if Renault took every mid¬ 
range saloon car design, fed 
them into a piece of software 
and asked for an average to 
be output. 

The interior is very well built 
with soft-touch plastics 
everywhere and some of the 
most comfortable seats to 
grace a mid-ranger. It’s hard 
to complain about the 
amount of space inside, with 
rear seat passengers getting 
a decent amount of head and 
leg room. The 317 litres of 
space in the boot also 
enhances the Fluence’s ver¬ 
satility. 

We tried the Dynamique 
version which costs around 
£900 more than the entry- 
level Fluence Z.E 
‘Expression+’, a car which is 
priced around the £17,500 
mark after the £5,000 UK 
Plug-In Car Grant has been 
deducted. For this kind of 
money, the Fluence Z.E. 
makes some recently- 


launched electric cars look 
hopelessly optimistic in their 
pricing. Of course, there is 
also the small matter of a £75 
per month battery leasing fee 
to factor into your calcula¬ 
tions of whether the Fluence 
offers good value or not. 

Here we get to the real nub 
of whether the Fluence repre¬ 
sents a cost-effective alterna¬ 
tive to a diesel family saloon 
or hatch. To charge from 
home will cost around £3.00 
per charge but the leasing 
deal on the battery is based 
on just 6,000 miles per year 
which equates to a round trip 
commute of 23 miles per day 
for three years. That means 
you’re locked into paying 
£2,700 whether you use the 
car or not. 

Where the Fluence Z.E. 
scores a knockout blow is if 
you need to travel into con¬ 
gestion zones. London offers 
100 per cent exemption while 
Westminster Council offers 
four hours free parking and a 
number of charging points. 

The Renault Fluence Z.E. 
offers an intriguing glimpse to 
the future and is decently 


equipped in the Dynamique 
form we’ve been trying here. 
We have already seen a huge 
step forward in electric vehi¬ 
cle feasibility and advances in 
battery technology and the 
ongoing decarbonisation of 
power generating facilities will 
only make these vehicles 
more attractive from an eco¬ 
logical viewpoint. That’s all 
very well, but does the 
Fluence work in the here and 
now? For a small cross sec¬ 
tion of buyers it will. If you live 
in a suburban area and com¬ 
mute by car into the city it 
offers a number of benefits, 
although you’ll need to salve 
your conscience over 
whether in this scenario you 
should really be using public 
transport. 

For the majority of potential 
buyers, the limited range and 
worry about running out of 
battery charge are caveats 
that outweigh the benefits of 
an electric vehicle. The 
Fluence Z.E. represents sev¬ 
eral steps in the right direc¬ 
tion but widespread accep¬ 
tance of vehicles of this ilk 
remains still some way off.

Towing with 

T OWING for the first time can be daunt¬ 
ing, so it is a good idea to talk to some¬ 
one who’s done it before. A little advice 
can prevent mishaps or accidents which 
could take the edge off your holiday. Any ‘old 
timer’ will tell you that the driver needs to have 
good anticipation and the car needs ade¬ 
quate engine power and torque - and above 
all good brakes! 

It’s also worth checking out whether your 
own car is suitable for towing, or whether you 
might have to consider investing in a more 
suitable vehicle. A glance at the side profile, 
according to Caravan Club writer Stuart 
Bladon, will give a clue or two to the car’s 
potential. 

If it has a relatively long wheelbase and if the 
rear overhang - that is, the distance between 
the rear wheels and the back of the car, is 
short, then it should do the job. It helps, too, if 
the suspension, especially at the back, is fairly 
firm. 

Whatever car you choose to set off in, it’s 
important to fit a 50mm tow-ball and wiring 
socket. Your dealer will be more than happy 
to advise on how to equip your car for towing 
- it might cost about £200 for the kit plus 
labour, but you will have peace of mind that 
your car is ready for the off. 

You must also ensure that the caravan’s 
obligatory lights - stop, tail and rear foglamps 
as well as front sidelamps - are all wired into 
the car’s electrical system. And don’t forget 
your registration plate! 

Your caravan will probably be wider than 
your car, so you will have to fit a long-reach 
mirror to enable you to see past the offside of 
the caravan -and if you’re planning to venture 
abroad, a mirror for the nearside would be 
handy, too. 

Fitting the caravan onto the car is a job 
which can be done single-handed - but it 
helps if there are two of you, especially if this 
is the first time you’ve had to tackle this! The 
experts would suggest you use the following 


confidence 



check-list as a guide: 

■ Check the tow ball and clean off any 
dirt/rust. 

■ Make sure it’s well greased (use oil if you 
have no grease). 

■ Reverse car up to caravan, deliberately 
off-centre, to bring the tow-ball alongside the 
coupling; engage handbrake. 

■ Align tow-ball and coupling by hand and 
engage. 

It’s advisable to put very heavy items in the 
boot of the car, and to pack heavier foodstuffs 
- e.g. tinned foods - in the lower lockers. 
Bedding and clothes can also be quite heavy, 
to these should be stowed as far forward as 
possible. 

A ride in a caravan can be pretty lively, 
especially if it’s windy, so do pack any break¬ 
ables carefully. Heavy items in lockers should 
be wedged in to avoid damage to other 
things and doors should be firmly closed. 

Avoid taking sharp corners too tightly - the 
caravan’s wheels are set further apart than the 
cars, so could clip the kerb otherwise. 

If you need to overtake, pick a clear stretch 
and drop down a gear or even two to allow 
for the towed weight. Check your offside mir¬ 
ror, of course, to ensure that no one has crept 
up to overtake you and go for it as safely and 
swiftly as you can. 

It’s all common sense really. If you do your 
homework before you go, your holiday should 
be fun from start to finish.
